I arrived at the evening's event a little 
later than some due to having to come 
straight from working a twelve hour shift 
at Esso's oil refinery on Southampton 
water. 

However, I was very much looking 
forward to the night to come as it was the 
perfect setting to launch SUFOG's new 
paranormal section, SUFOG-PI. 

It was a great turn out for the BBQ and 
my anticipation for the night was high. I 
have to say that all the thanks for this 
has to go to group member Roger 
Anderton who arranged the whole BBQ 
event and also did much of the cooking. 

So, after something to eat, myself and 
Steve G. decided to go for a wander. We 
walked toward the graveyard, which is 
where the first strange event took place! 
I stopped on the walkway, once a railway 
line, to take a photo toward the entrance 
to the graveyard. I took my photo and 
Steve also took a photo. However, Steve's 
photo was blank? He proceeded to take 
four more shots, which only the final shot 
showing an image? 



We then proceeded on to the graveyard. 
Walking round this site is a sobering 
experience as so many brave soldiers from 
different countries are buried within its 
boundaries. It is also sad to see the 
vandalism done to some of those grave's 
by those who have no respect for those 
who have given their lives for their 
countries. There are also many stories 
regarding the graveyard, many which talk 

of strange clouds or 
mists that have 

reportedly been 
seen over the 

graveyard. However, 
we experienced 
nothing during our 
walk. 

Steve and I then 
proceeded to walk 
back toward the 

park and on to the towering form of the 

chapel, the only remaining structure of 
Hospital that once dominated the Netley 
shore front. 

I approached the chapel with an open 
mind and wondering what sort of a night 
that was in store for us. However, on 
nearing the building I experienced a sense 
of anticipation and a feeling that there 
was a lot of energy around. I wondered if 
it had anything to do with the repair work 
that is taking place on the building's 
stonework due to its age. 

Steve and I then returned to the main 
group and it was decided that the whole 
group would take a ghost walk, to be 
hosted by yours truly, around the chapel 
and the graveyard. 

However, before we all went Steve G. 
managed to get some orbs on camera. So I 
decided to try but, my photos came out 
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dark, even though a flash was used? I then 
used my 35 mm camera to take a couple of 
shots. So, I await the outcome of these 
photos. Could these orbs have been dust 
kicked up by us from the dirt on the BBQ 
site? Maybe, Maybe not! 

So, we all walked off with our cameras and 
a couple of us with more extravagant 
gadgets. On reaching the chapel I was almost 
at once enveloped by the charged atmosphere 
as a stepped on to the new path that 
connects the chapel to the where the pier 
once was. There is so much residual energy 
here as this is the path that wounded have 
been brought up on disembarking from the 
hospital ships. So there is little wonder that 
there should be so much energy still here 
with the intense emotion that must have been 
experienced by those being brought up to the 
hospital, especially as, for some, it would be 
there final trip! 

One of our group has an interest in 
electronics and has built his own detecting 
equipment, 

which was highly tuned. His equipment showed 
some wild fluctuations on the path, although 
my own EMF meter only displayed a 
fluctuation between 0.01 and 0.02. 

It was at this time, when I was thinking I 
had better get everyone together to talk 
about the site and previous experiences that 
someone expressed a desire to return to the 
cars as it was close to 11 pm and we had to 
leave by that time. So, reluctantly we had to 
leave and progress to our Westwood site for 
some sky watching. 

I was not to leave the park without one 
more experience. I was stood at my car 
packing away and getting ready to leave, when 
I had this feeling that I should look behind 
me? The area behind our BBQ site is used for 
Caravan events and is also the site of the old 


hutted hospital that was built to house 
overflow patients from the main 
hospital. I stood at the gate and shone 
my torch around and then opposite me a 
saw a small orange light that was there 
only for a split second! I shone my 
torch over the area of the grass and 
trees, but nothing moved and there was 
nothing there? Could it have been a 
spirit light, similar to those I have 
witnessed before on investigations at 
other sites? I do not know but, I 
expect the sceptics may say it was just 
and animals eye reflecting the torch 
light? I have seen this on many 
occasions and, although I will not 
dispute it, I do find it unlikely! 

So, it was decided that six car loads 
were off to the sky watch, about 
eleven people, who would all follow me 
to the site! Which is the largest turn 
out we have had at this site. I was a 
beautiful night and still warm enough 
for t-shirt as I stood on the hill. 

Over the course of the next couple of 
hours we watch and saw the usual 
assortment of shooting stars and 
satellites. However, there were two 
sightings that have yet to be 
explained? 

00:25 - 00:30 

I spotted a fast moving flashing 
white light, displaying the same 
brilliance as a bright star. I brought 
peoples attention to it and grabbed my 
Binoculars. The view of the object 
through the binoculars was of a last 
moving flashing light, which was 
flashing with no regularity, which 
displayed a kind of halo around it as it 
was flashing. The object faded from

Fresh Investigation Into Wilmslow UFO 

A fresh investigation has begun into the sighting 
of an unidentified flying object over Wilmslow 30 
years ago. 

Researchers are going through files from 1966 
when the "craft" was spotted by a policeman 
behind Hoopers on Alderley Road. 

The close encounter was by PC Colin Perks who 
saw the image with his own eyes while on duty in 
the town centre. 

In his report afterwards he says he was checking 
the back door of a shop at 4.10 am on January 7. 

At the time he heard a "high pitched whine" and 
when he turned to look over the car park behind he 
saw "a solid looking object, stationary, some 35 
feet above the grass of the meadow beyond the 
car park and about 100 yards from where he stood. 
"The upper surfaces glowed steadily with a 
greenish grey colour, a glow that did not hide the 
definite shape of the object." 

The policeman compared the image size with that 
of a bus estimating the UFO had a diameter of 30 
feet for the base. 

He said after about five seconds it moved off in 
an east, south east direction with no change of 
sound and then disappeared. 

Nowhere could he see openings like portholes, he 
added. 

A full report was published in the Flying Saucer 
Review which is the leading and longest established 
international journal dealing with UFOs and similar 
encounters and a published case study tells of a 
"strikingly similar" sighting a year later in 
Streatham. 


Now files are being updated and researchers 
want to interview PC Colin Perks for verbal 
evidence and to contact anyone who might have 
experienced mysterious goings on during the same 
night. 

Derrick Wood, 74, of Sale, a retired safety 
consultant, who says he has a keen interest in 
UFOs said another witness had come forward since 
the sighting. 

"There is to be a website set up so that people 
can give evidence about this and other sightings 
which have been recorded in the past. 

"Someone has been to see the policeman in the 
case of the sighting in Wilmslow in 1966 and an 
investigation is going on to find out if there are 
other witnesses." 

He is hoping memories will be jogged and wants 
any flashbacks to be recorded in full detail. There 
are no records of the sighting at the Wilmslow 
Express archive.

A Balloonina In Sightings Of UFOs 

Our story sparks more recollections from 
readers 

After the Luton News reported the 50-year-old 
mystery of a UFO sighting over Ramridge Junior 
School it became clear that the town was not alien 
to the unusual. 

Among the many people who made contact with 
the paper after our front page report were other 
Lutonians whose lives have never been quite the 
same since they saw something strange in the sky. 

Steve Clark was three years below Bill Dillon at 
Ramridge Junior School in 1957 when they both 
witnessed a mysterious flying object in the Luton 
sky. 

Even though they grew up living in the same 
street, it wasn't until 1982 that the men first met 
and compared stories, and it wasn't until Bill's 
version of events featured in the Luton News 
three weeks ago that Steve decided it was time to 
make his own story known to a wider public. 

"There was something there that startled 
everybody that day," said Steve, 57. 

"We were in the playing field of the school. 

I never saw it arrive or leave, but what I do 
remember quite clearly was a woman teacher on my 
right and four or five other kids to my left, and I 
think we were playing rounders, and everybody just 
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stopped. 

"The teacher looked at us and she had a "what the hell's 
that" look on her face. She was a bit alarmed." 

Steve said he could see a round object in the clear blue sky, 
appearing no bigger than a marble at arm's length to his naked 
eye, hovering in the distance. 

The youngster’s sighting was much shorter than Bill Dillon's 
and he said he never had a chance to see the UFO manoeuvre in 
any significant way. 

And when the retired Lutonian first spoke to Bill in the 
1980s about their experiences the older witness said he 
thought they were talking about two different events. 

The main disagreement seemed to be over the shape of the 
inexplicable sight. 

Bill said it was saucer-shaped and Steve described it as 
round, but UFO researcher John Hanson many years later told 
them it was much more likely they were both witnesses to the 
same phenomenon, whether alien, man-made or natural, despite 
their differing recollections. 

One explanation offered at the time, and often used in UFO 
sightings, was that the Ramridge pupils and teachers all saw a 
weather balloon. 

But Steve said he extensively researched weather balloons 
as an adult and none of them resembled what he saw. 

He also explored the possibility that it was another 
man-made flying object, such as an airship. 

"There had been a lot of airship activity in the town from 
1919 until the industry packed up in 1990," he said. 

"It could have been an airship coming down nose towards us 
or it could have been the underside of Bill Dillon's 
saucer-shaped object, but it's so long ago now no one is ever 
going to know. 

"That day is something that's been in my memory all my life, 
the same as Bill Dillon, but I remain open-minded about what it 
was really 

"Was it a UFO, was it a balloon? 

"We’re never going to know."

documented sighting in Belgium. 

Tony is now appealing for image analysis experts to 
come forward to help him with his discovery, while also 
looking to establish a local paranormal research group. 

In the meantime, another strange light in the sky was 
spotted by Tony on June 23, fuelling claims Selby is 
something of a UFO hotspot.

However, on 
June 23 the object silently came through the clouds at a 
few hundred feet and moved from right to left glowing 
brightly. Luckily, I managed to film it. 

"I plan in the months ahead to give a presentation 
evening in the town. If any older readers can help with 
rumours of sightings in the 1950's onwards, I would be 
grateful. As ever, e-mail me at tonyopsufo@hotmail.com 
with reports." 

The Selby Times revealed last year how the area 
recorded an unprecedented 33 cases of X-Files 
phenomena in 2004 to shoot the district to third spot in 
the British UFO Hunters activity top ten. 

Selby resident Jody Holden also featured in the paper 
earlier this year after taking a photo of an image showing 
what she believed to be an alien spacecraft looking down 
on Brayton Barff.

UFO Caught On Camera... 

A pleasant evening barbecue turned into a sci-fi drama 
when a teenager spotted a UFO and captured it on film. 

For 19-year-old Jamie Crawford it was a dream come 
true when he was able to reach for his camcorder and 
record his sighting. 

An expert has confirmed the images are genuine. 

"I've always wanted to see a UFO and to catch one on 
tape is a real bonus," said Mr Crawford of Marjoram Walk, 
Banbury. "I was very excited and shaking like mad while I 
filmed. 

"We were just serving food in our back garden and I saw 
something peculiar out the corner of my eye. I got the 
camcorder and a soon as I zoomed in I thought 'I've 


caught a UFO'." 

Mr Crawford said to the naked eye the 
object was about the size of a thumb nail 
and glinted in the sun. It was visible for 
about seven minutes and seemed to float 
slowly upwards at an angle before 
disappearing. 

From his Hanwell Fields home the object 
was southeast, the same direction of the 
now disused RAF Upper Heyford airbase. 
The incident took place at about 7 pm on 
Thursday June 8. 

Mr Crawford said: "One of my friends was 
a bit sarcastic at first when I pointed it 
out in the sky, but then he admitted it was 
a bit weird. 

"I’ve always believed in aliens and this 
has confirmed my theories. I'm not sure 
what they’d be doing here, maybe 
monitoring how we live, but I'm going to 
keep checking the skies." 

Mr Crawford's video footage was 
converted to stills by a technician at 
Oxford and Cherwell Valley College's 
Banbury campus media department. 

Kevin Robinson, programme manager for 
media and performing arts, witnessed the 
transfer and said the images on the camera 
looked genuine and reflected real 
structure, not digital distortion or ghosting. 

Suggestions in the editing suite included a 
Harrier jump-jet, Chinook helicopter and 
squashed fly, though Mr Robinson’s 
personal preference was a Stealth bomber. 

"At that distance and zoom if it was 
heading towards the camera before banking 
and heading away it might give the false 
impression that it was hardly moving," he 
said. 

"It seems an awful long way for aliens to 
come just to watch someone's barbeque, 
but whatever it was it was definitely 
there."

The Ministry of Defence (MoD) is to 
probe UFO sightings over Sunderland and

Seaham after mysterious lights 
appeared in the night sky. 

Since the Echo reported the 
mysterious activity earlier this week 
we have been contacted by more than 
20 readers who witnessed the lights. 

They all reported seeing bright, 
orange-coloured orbs floating over 
East Durham residents and parts of 
Sunderland. 

Now, after being contacted by some¬ 
one who saw nine UFOs in the sky, the 
MoD is to investigate. 

An MoD spokeswoman said: "We 
examine any UFO sighting reports to 
establish whether there is any 
evidence to suggest that UK airspace 
has been compromised by hostile or 
unauthorised air activity." 

The probe is under way after 
Seaham couple Harry and Elizabeth 
McCall filmed the orbs flying over the 
town last Saturday night. 

Mr McCall, 67, told the Echo: "They 
were silent, as if they were floating. 
There was no noise. 

"It was unbelievable and until 
someone convinces me otherwise, they 
were UFOs." 

Since then Echo readers from 
Westlea, Eastlea, Northlea, 
Deneside, Dalton-le-Dale, and 
Hollycarrside, in Sunderland, have 
reported seeing the lights. 

UFO Hunters, a national organisation 
which researches and compiles 
information about sightings 
internationally, has also appealed for 
witnesses to get in touch. 

Its leader, Russ Kellett, wants any 
UFO spotters to file reports on its 
website, www.ufo-paranormal.co.uk, or 
call him on 01723 514700 so he can 
start his own investigation. 

North East-based UFO expert 
Alfred Dodds receives an average of 
three reports a year of sightings in 
the region. 

Mr Dodds, 68, who runs the 
Northumberland UFO Research 
Centre, has been interested in the 


subject since the age of 10 and has never heard of any local 
sightings like those made last weekend. 

He said: "There have been similar sightings, but mainly 
abroad. 

"The problem is you see is that we don’t know what is being 
developed in technology and who is developing it. 

"It's mainly America, which we have seen recently in the 
press. 

"There are a lot of triangle sightings, with three lights and 
then a larger central light. This doesn't sound like that at all. 

"There is usually an explanation for most things, but there is 
about five per cent that are unexplained."

Did Aliens Visit Balham And Tootinq? 

There were some strange and spooky goings on in the skies 
last week, prompting one observer to eerily predict "I think 
there is something out there." 

Stunned witnesses described how gob smacked crowds were 
drawn out onto the streets to watch two sets of unidentified 
shining bright orange lights fly perfectly in formation through 
the skies above Balham and Tooting. 

The UFOs, which lit up the skies for a short while before 
shooting up and disappearing into the distance just before 
midnight last Friday, also had people standing in their gardens 
trying to capture the action on video and mobile phones. 

And the unexplained phenomenon that left Balham and 
Tooting’s Mulders and Scullys stumped also had the Ministry 
Of Defence (MOD) scratching their heads. 

Baffled Newham College Site manager Peter Dacey, 48, saw 
the lights when he was going to visit a friends house in Balham. 

He said he saw four lights coming towards him at a steady 
speed before they went up into the sky and disappeared. 
Another four followed after that. 

He said: "They were making no noise at all even though they 
were not far off. There was an aeroplane further off that we 
could hear. There was no way they were fireworks. If they 
were a helicopter or a plane we would have heard something. I 
just can't work it out. It was unbelievable." 

Peter's equally baffled girlfriend Noriko Shimada, 46, a 
fashion designer from Balham, who was with him at the time 
said: "There was no sound and it was just the lights so I 
thought it was very weird. I have no idea what it could be." 
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Antonio Petrosino, manager of Double Espresso, 
Balham High Road, also saw the lights after leaving 
work and was joined by staff from another 
restaurant staring into the skies in amazement. He 
said: "Who knows what they were. It could be 
anything. You could name it as a UFO but you just 
can’t say. I believe there is something out there. 
Definitely." 

An MOD spokeswoman said: "We are not aware of 
what these lights could be." 

Sightings of UFOs and extra-terrestrial activity 
in the skies are not alien' to Wandsworth and south 
west London. 

In March earlier this year The Wandsworth 
Borough News reported how two work pals spotted 
an unidentified flying silver triangle 
in Putney while they sat at their office desks. 

While in February another reader contacted the 
paper after seeing "strange lights" in the sky. 

And according to information released by the 
MOD under the Freedom of Information act earlier 
this year, reported UFO sightings have been 
recorded three times in Wimbledon in 2002 
and twice more in Southfields.

Well, only TWO that I can lay my hands on... 
Both on crop formations. BOTH Daily Mail 
items : July and the stunning “3-D" formation 
in Oxfordshire at Ashbury, discovered by a 
micro light pilot, 350 ft across.

Military Aircraft Chased UFO Over 

Slupskbv 

Radar identified an UFO object that 
had entered Polish airspace. Mr. 
Stanislaw Z. notified the proper officials 
and soon an alert was announced. In the 
following minutes Captain Praszczalek 
would have direct contact with the UFO. 

Many military services maintain that 
they don’t keep track of UFO sightings, 
but the Polish army keeps records of 
pilots that encounter UFOs. The 
following information was obtained from 
Mr. Marcin Wawrzak, an UFO enthusiast 
from Slupsk. 

The report was related by Mr. 
Stanislaw Z. who was in charge of the 
radar operations at Slupsk Military 
Airport, "On July 6th 1983, I was on 
command duty as a navigator. We 
received information that some 
Unidentified Flying Object appeared over 
an airport in Darlowo." 

A military jet was ordered to close on 
the object and to report. After several 
minutes, the pilot replied: "I can see the 
target. It is steel in colour, rotating 
around its axe, 'throwing' as a 
boomerang, without any exploratory 
marks, without any engines nor markings", 
stated Stanislaw Z. 

Captain Praszczalek's description of 
the object puzzled those in command of 
the airport. It was decided to notify the 


General Command of Air Forces in Warsaw 
and let them decide what actions or 
procedures the pilot should follow. "In 20 
minutes the decision came ordering the 
pilot to fire at the object. When he 
passed on the command: "Fire!" to the pilot, 
the pilot reported that, "The object made a 
sharp turn and disappeared!" 

Then suddenly, all the radar screens went 
crazy, registering thousands of unknown 
signals. For the next 10 hours military 
aircraft unsuccessfully searched for the 
unknown object. 

The next day Military Special Service 
members arrived on the base and began 
their investigation of the incident. Their 
final report and any determinations made 
have never been made public. Stanislaw Z. 
refused to talk about the investigation. 

During the past twenty or more years 
there have been many similar reports to 
the 1983 Slupsk UFO encounter.

The lights went from similar to that 
of a star to as bright as a spotlight then 
gradually dimmed until we could no longer 
see them. Almost as if the light was 
rotating very slowly. When the light was 
brightest, it appeared to be vertically 
oblong in shape. We waited to see if they 
appeared farther down the horizon, but 
they did not. At the same time, airplanes 
were visible in other areas of the sky.

Argentina: Cattle Mutilation In La Pampa 

a report from Raul Oscar Chaves. 

Ciufoslapampa. 

In late June 2006 on the edge of 
Provincial Route No. 7 (km 158) in the 
jurisdiction of Colonia Ines y Carlota, some 
50 km NE of Santa Rosa, La Pampa, 5 bovines 
were found dead, presenting clear signs of 
mutilation. 

The time of death had been estimated at 
some 15 days and the carcasses showed signs 


of missing udders, ears and tongues; 
incisions in the genital region were also 
reported. 

The animals were predominantly black 
Aberdeen Angus and Shorton cattle with 
an approximate weight of 300 kg. The 
discovery of elements with these 
characteristics, albeit sporadically, is 
proof of the phenomenon's continuity. At 
the same time, the lack of elements of 
discernment have kept a formal complaint 
from being brought to the authorities. 

The need to "distance oneself" from 
these animals arises from the possible 
impact on the cattle rancher's livelihood, 
since potential livestock buyers are 
reluctant to make purchases from estates 
on which mutilation episodes have 
occurred.

One giant Blunder For Mankind: How 

NASA Lost Moon Pictures... 

The heart-stopping moments when Neil 
Armstrong took his first tentative steps 
onto another world are defining images of 
the 20th century: grainy, fuzzy, 
unforgettable. 

But just 37 years after Apollo 11, it is 
feared the magnetic tapes that recorded 
the first moon walk - beamed to the 
world via three tracking stations, 
including Parkes's famous "Dish" - have 
gone missing at NASA's Goddard Space 
Centre in Maryland. 

A desperate search has begun amid 
concerns the tapes will disintegrate to 
dust before they can be found. 

It is not widely known that the Apollo 11 
television broadcast from the moon was a 
high-quality transmission, far sharper 
than the blurry version relayed instantly 
to the world on that July day in 1969. 

Among those battling to unscramble 
the mystery is John Sarkissian, a CSIRO 
scientist stationed at Parkes for a 
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decade. "We are working on the assumption 
they still exist," Mr Sarkissian told the 
Herald. 

"Your guess is a good as mine as to where 
they are." 

Mr Sarkissian began researching the role 
of Parkes in /Apollo ll’s mission in 1997, 
before the movie The Dish was made. 
However, when he later contacted NAS/A 
colleagues to ask about the tapes, they 
could not be found. 

"People may have thought 'we have tapes 
of the moon walk, we don't need these'," 
said the scientist who hopes a new, 
intensive hunt will locate them. 

If they can be found, he proposes making 
digitalised copies to treat the world to a 
very different view of history. 

But the searchers may be running out of 
time. The only known equipment on which 
the original analogue tapes can be decoded 
is at a Goddard centre set to close in 
October, raising fears that even if they 
are found before they deteriorate, copying 
them may be impossible. 

"We want the public to see it the way the 
moon walk was meant to be seen," Mr 
Sarkissian said. 

"There will only ever be one first moon 
walk." 

Originally stored at Goddard, the tapes 
were moved in 1970 to the US National 
Archives. No one knows why, but in 1984 
about 700 boxes of space flight tapes 
there were returned to Goddard. 

"We have the documents to say they 
were withdrawn, but no one knows exactly 
where they went," Mr Sarkissian said. 

Many people involved had retired or died. 

Also among tapes feared missing are the 
original recordings of the other five Apollo 
moon landings. The format used by the 


original pictures beamed from the moon 
was not compatible with commercial 
technology used by television networks. 
So the images received at Parkes, and at 
tracking stations near Canberra and 
in California, were played on screens 
mounted in front of conventional 
television cameras. 

"The quality of what you saw on TV at 
home was substantially degraded" in the 
process, Mr Sarkissian said, creating the 
ghostly images of Armstrong and Aldrin 
that strained the eyes of hundreds of 
millions of people watching around the 
world. 

Even Polaroid photographs of the 
screen that showed the original images 
received by Parkes are significantly 
sharper than what the public saw. While 
the technique looks primitive today, Mr 
Sarkissian said it was the best solution 
that 1969 technology offered. 

Among the few who saw the original 
high-quality broadcast was David Cooke, a 
Parkes control room engineer in 1969. 

"I can still see the screen," Mr Cook, 
74, said. "I was amazed, the quality was 
fairly good."

Japanese in WW2 and still lying at the 
bottom of the Pearl Harbour entrance, with 
900 members of the crew lying with the 
ship. It was only after a memorial was 
erected in 1962, paid for by donations and 
the proceeds of a concert given by Elvis 
Presley that stories began to circulate 
from visitors to the superstructure and the 
museum built ashore. One story has the 
officer on duty on the morning of the 
attack wasn't at his post. He died in the 
attack. Now he apparently haunts the ship, 
walking at low tide and at night and in the 
dawn.. Many odd things when visitors take 
films of the wreck include orbs appearing 
on the film, 

there are foggy spots and every now and 
then a misty shadow is seen lurking in the 
background of the photograph. 

A security guard has told of seeing an 
apparition in a Liverpool Park....and so have 
several others, including a Mrs Baker, who 
wrote to the man after seeing the form 
hovering about 200 feet in the sky over 
Sefton Park on a moonlit night as she 
walked her dogs. She could distinctly see 
that it was a woman in what looked like 
some old fashioned nightgown. She drifted 
off towards Brompton House and vanished 
into the night. A few months later a cab 
driver, Jimmy, described seeing a white 
thing in the sky, about 600 yards away, was 
a person in a long white dress. He drew the 
attention of two girls in the back of his cab 
to the strange sight who also saw it. The 
security guard described looking at the 
moon with his army surplus binoculars, and 
saw something glide beneath the moon's 
disc. A ghostly, pale figure of a woman, 
wearing a long white garment. 

I thought at first I was seeing things, 
when suddenly the local police helicopter 


flew over the park with its searchlight 
on. The beam went straight through the 
woman. The guard was dazzled by the 
light and when he looked again the figure 
had vanished. (From the Psychic News 
Aug 5 th ). 


Hello SUFOG, 

A friend of mine in America told Peter Cheasley in 
Canada about the research that I have been doing 
since 2002 on Orbs, it seems he told someone in 
your organization about me and they said to contact 
you. I am in Staines, although the majority of my 
work has been done in America. 

I don't know if Orbs or air dwellers as I call some 
of them fit into your investigations as they are not 
solid forms, unlike UFO’s. They are interesting little 
things though, and seem to have a will and character 
of their own. I looked at the 3 photos you have on 
your site with orbs on them and your camera had to 
have been really fast to catch their movement as you 
did. On a video you can see the movement but not 
often on a still picture. Those that are moving on a 
photo are usually called shooters and are mostly 
moving upwards. The ones that you have captured 
are moving a bit like a butterfly no specific 
direction, just willy nilly. I lightened up one of them 
to see if they had the usual colours in them but all I 
found was an aura, (see pic) I wondered if there were 
any more in the background but there weren't, the 
only other one is the one mentioned sitting on the 
bench. 

Some of the air dwellers may fit into your ghost 
research as they do look like ghosts sometimes. I 
took some in Arnhem in Holland a few years ago 
and they were massive ghostly beings, I am at the 
moment changing over computers and so can’t 
access most of them right now but will send more 
pics if you are interested. I have added 2 one taken 
in 2002 the other in 2003. 

Some of the orbs photos are magnificent, many 
hundreds of them on the same photo, a couple of 
strange manifestations as well that have not yet been 
explained even by SETI. 

Anyway this was just a brief introduction of 
myself to you. I go to the Isle of Wight quite often 
and so may be able to attend one of your meetings in 
the future.
